[2] Amendment at 4-5 regarding rejected Claims 1-2 and 45 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Giger (U.S. Pat. No. 5,657,362), rejected Claims 22-23 and 33 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Giger in view of Saito (U.S. Pat. No. 5,954,650);and 
rejected Claims 26-27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Giger in view of 
Saito and further in view of Manueco Santurtun (U.S. Pat. No. 4,596,029) have been respectfully 
and fully considered, and are found persuasive.
